— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read wit i 
clause (cc) of sub-section (2) of section 280 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 
1924), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amer, 
the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II) Rules, 195' 
the same having been previously published as required by sub-section (1) of th 
said section, namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Military Lands and Cantonment# Servic 
(Class I and Class II) Amendment Rules, 1967. 

2. In the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II) Rule:-. 
1951, after rule 12, the following rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

“12A. Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, — 

(a) all temporary vacancies in Class I of the Service shall be filled only b- 

promotion and there shall be no direct recruitment against sue 
vacancies. Provided that any person recruited as aforesaid shall 1. 
absorbed against permanent vacancies in Class I of the Service onl 
in accordance with the provisions of sub-rule (a) of rule 5; 

(b) all temporary vacancies in Class II of the Service to which apnointmei 

can be made on a long-term basis may be filled in accordance wit 
the provisions contained in sub-rule (b) of rule 6; 

(c) temporary vacancies in Class II of the Service to which appointme 

can be made only on a short-term basis may be filled, — 

(l) by promotion made on the basis of selection from such of the Cle 
III staff of the Military Lands and Cantonments Service as a 
eligible under sub-rule (e) of rule 5; or 

(ii) by transfer on deputation of Class II officers of State Governmer 

who have experience of Land revenue administration, or 

(iii) by appointment by selection of officers of the Armed Forces who ho 
degrees of a recognised University and who have been declared 
surplus for the Armed Forces or who have been released from tl 
Armed Forces”.
